Boston, Oct. 15.—Governor Oliver 
Ames, who was interviewed on the 
Atchison re-organization plan said: 
“Tt is not fair to the bondholder so 
long as the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe is good it must pay its interest, 
The bondholders will not stand by 
and let themselves be robbed. The 
plan might be a good thing for the 
stockholders, but it would be at the 
expense of the bondholders. We 
bonght the bonds as a source of in- 


come, trying to keep outside of specu- | 


lation, and we expect a fairer settle- 
ment than that now proposed.’’ 

The Governor said that five per 
cent, of the bonds of the Chicago, Kar- 
sas & Western were bought at par. 
Now the holders are offered $55 for 


them in four per cents.; forthe Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fe, $100 in 
six per cent. bonds and the holders are 
offered $300 of four per cent. To this 
he thought the bondholders wwuld not 
congent. In the place of these propo- 
sitions he would suggest the cutting 
off from each bond of five years conu- 
pons, giving in the place of them 
coupons entitling each bondholder to 
50 per cent. in cash and 50 per cent. 
in interest bearing scrip. The Gov- 
ernor detailed the workings of this 
plan at length, and said by it every 
interest would be protected.

The news ‘octiveh' from Chicago 
relative to the d¥scovery of at- 
tempts to fix the jury in the Cronin 
murder trial is as sensational as 


the murder itself, and,in one as-| 


pect of the case,is of far greater 
importance. It seems probable 
that Cronin was “removed,” as it 
is called, by order of @ secret so- 
ciety whose plans he had thwarted, 


and this isa matter which should | 


be explained and shown up; but 
the fact that a jury drawn for the 
purpose of investigating that mat- 
ter could be approached with of- 
fers of money for their verdict is a 
blow at the very foundations of 
law, of justice, and of society. 

San Francisco, says the Post, has 
had its experience in this direction 
avd has succeeded in pne case in 
lodging the would-be jury fixers in 
the State P:ison. There have been 
other cases equally flagrant, but 
none where the crime. could be so 
clearly proved. Now” it is Chi- 
cago’s turn, and every honest man 
will sincerely hope that the scoun- 
drels who attempted to bribe the 
Cronin jurors may be convicted 
and receive the full reward of their 
crime. j 

There are objections to the jury 
system, but so long as it remains 
a part of the law of the land, jur- 
ies must be kept immaculate and 
even beyond suspicion. To put 
fortune or reputation or life into 
the keeping of twelve men, and to 
even suspect that they have bcen 
approached by the agents of the 
opposing side, is something which 
the people cannot contemplate 
calmly, and which they will surely 
not stand. The crime of bribing 
or attempting to bribe a juror is 
worse in its effects than murder 
for it destroys the confidence of an 
entire community in the adminis- 
tration of justice.

Demoeratic journals of the United 
States when they refused to admit 
their error when convincéd that

THE GULF STREAM. 


Theories of an Observer Who Says the 
Moon Controls Its Current. 

“I-was anchored for three months over 
the true source of the Gulf stream, and 
what I learned of the nature of that mys- 
terious and erratic current during that time 
knocks all the accepted theories as to its 
origin in the head.” 

Thus spoke W. 8S. Howard, late of the 
United States coast survey steamer Blake, 
to a Philadelphia Inquirer reporter. 

“I was attached to the Blake for three 
years,’ continued Mr. Howard, “and during 
that time we definitely fixed the source of 
the Gulfstream. We spent two years in 
tracing up the Gulf stream and studying 
its peculiarities, and while we are still in 
the dark as to the primary cause of this 
great ocean river, we have definitely fixed 
upor the spot where it originates. Former- 
ly it was believed that the Gulf stream was 
simply the continuation of the Mississippl 
river, the immense volume of water flowing 
out of which cleaved its way through old 
ocean, and preserving its own distinctive 
characteristics as to temperature and color, 
finally was lost and. assimilated by the 
ywaters of the frozen northern seas. Others 
held to the opinion that the Gulf stream was 
formed and controlled by the trade winds. 

“Our observations and investigations 
furnished us with conclusive proof that 
neither of these elements. had any thing to 
do with it. One curious fact was estab- 
lished, however. We found that the moon 
affected the Gulf stream, and that the cur- 
rent was controlled absolutely and arbi- 
trarily by that body. 

“The true source or beginning of the 
Gulf stream, established by careful scien- 
tific observation extending over a period of 
two years, is at a between Fowey 
Rocks, Fiorida, and the Gun Key, on the 
coast of the Bahamas. At this place, in 498 
fathoms of water, we anchored, and for 
months devoted ourselves to a careful study 
of the great ocean river. 

‘Let me tell you something about the 
peculiarities that we noticed. To begin 
with, the current of the Gulf stream at 
the point where we were anchored, and 
which we unanimously agreed upon as its 
true source, varies daily in its velocity. 
The difference in the flow was at times as 
much as two and a half knots per hour. 


The gréatest velocity noted was generally | 


about mine hours before the upper transit of 
the moon. The variations were most ex- 
cessive on the eastern side of the straits, 
and least on the western side. The average 
daily currents vary during the month, the 
strongest current coming a day or two 
after the greatest declination of the moon. 
“The axis or true pomtof beginning of 
the Gulf stream (determined by fixing the 
position of the strongest surface flow) is 
eleven and a half miles east of the Fowey 
Rocks light-house. The strongest surface 
current found here was five and a quarter 
knots per hour, the least*one and three- 
quarter knots, and the average three and 
six tenths knuts. We usedtwo meters in 
our observations, one for the surface cur- 
rent and one for the sub-surface Stream. 
The wind has no effect upon the velocity of 
the current. The surface current, it was 
noticed, has .a much higher velocity than 
the sub-surface. During our observations 
we occupied twenty-six different stations, 
being anchored ateach for several days at 


atime. We took 1,557 current observations | 


with the meter, and 1,807 @urrent observa- 
tions with the pole during this time.”’ 

‘And what deductions did you make?”’ 

“These only: That neither the Mississip- 
piriver nor the trade winds were in any 
way responsible for the Gulf stream; that 
it was affected by the changes of the moon, 
and that this particular point, 114 miles 
east of Fowey Kocks light-nouse, was its 
true axis or source.” 

‘“‘What theories have you in reference to 
whe first cause of the stream?’’ 

‘Hundreds. Itisa great field for specu- 
lation. Just imagine,.if jou can, what 
would have been the result if we could 
have donned submarine armor and dived to 
the bottom in 498 fathoms of water. 
made soundings, but they revealed tous 
nothing. The bottom was a sandy, coral 
foundation; fish and other submarine 
creatures lived and disported themselves 
in the depths, and all the time that surg- 
ing, resistless current boiled about us, de- 
fying inquiry as to its true origin.

over an immense and ever-active volcano 
which in no way crippled by the constant 
influx of the coid ocean water into its yawn- 
ing crater contiaually, with a power that 
human thought can not measure, hurls back 
the heated waves, and this repulsion, going 
on day after dayand year after year ora 
period of time that has not yet been fixed 
by observation or deduction, has increased 
the volume of the at first puny geyser until 
now it has become a fixed and well-founded 
current, differing in temperature from the 
water that surrounds it, and with a sweep 
and stretch that extend over thousands of 
miles. ou can theorize all day over the 
matter, and perhaps be as far from the 
truth asever. The observations made by 
the Blake settled several disputed points: 

“1. That the winds and the Mississippi 
river have nothing to do with the formation 
of the Gulf stream. 

“2. Thata pomt eleven and a half miles 
east of Fowey Rocks light-house, Florida, 
in the Caribbean Sea, is its true axis or 
source. 

“8. That the velocity of the current is 


controlled by the declination of the moon.” |

nélform Tablets in Egypt. 

The latest find of cuneiform tablets in the 
valiey of the Nile is one of unusual interest. 
Workmen excavating for bricks in the 
mounds at Tell Ei-Amarna, a village about 
100 miles south of Cairo, discovered 375 of 
these tav’e's on the sideof the palace of one 
of the Pharaobs, King Amenopnis [V., who 
reigned a >». 6 1,800 years before the present 
era, or 2 59 tears ago. They aréabout three 
Inches sqoare, composed of the soft clay 
which was adcommon useamong the Babylo- 
nians. Several of them have been deci- 
phered. Someare found toconstitute a diplo- 
matic correspondence between Burna- 
buriash, Kingof Babylonia, and Amenophis 
touching an alleged outrage on a Babylo- 
nian subject by the latter’s Government for 
which an explanation and indemnity are 
asked. The letters show that buman nature 
in that gray antiquity was about the same 
as now and that diplomatic intercourse has 
changed little. They begin with all the 
foi mality and courtesy of diplomacy of the 
present day: 

To Naphuria (surname of Amenophis) the 
great King, the King of Egypt, thus speaks 
Burnaburiash, the great King, the King of 
Babylonia, thy brother, To me and my house, 
to my horses, and chariots, to my officers and 
my country, may there be abundance of peace. 
To my brother and bis house, to his horses and 
to his chariots, to h's officers and his country, 
may there be an abundance of peace. 

Another installmentis found to be a por- 
tion of a correspondence between Dushratta, 
King of Mitanni,a province of Mesopotamia, 
‘with Amenophis ITl., father of the preced- 
ing Pharaoh, which contains the outline of 
two pretty love stories. Mitanni was a 
famous hunting ground and Amenophis a 
mighty Nimrod who is credited ona scara- 
bseus with a hundred lions slain by his own 
hands. In one of these expeditions he had 
met Thi or Thna, Dushratta'’s daughter, 
failen in love with her, and subsequently 
married her. Inthe other case the same 
Dushratta pleads the suit of Mane, his 
brother's grandson, for the hand of the 
daughter of Amenophis IV. Alas! even in 
those old days hearts were bought with 
gold, for Dushratta not only sets forth his 
own regard for Amenophis as a reason 
why Mane should be allowed to visit his 
daughter, but sends him gold and rich gifts 
and intimates thatif Amenophis will only 
consent to the marriage still richer gifts and 
gold galore will follow. We do not know 
whether Dushratta was successful, but 
the analogies from that day to this would 
indicate that in all probability Mane made a 
triumphant tear from Babylonia to Tell E!- 
Amarna with his camels loaded down 

ith ivory, gold, sweet spices and precious 
stones, and carried off his swarthy bride of 
the Nile. 

There are also in this notable collection 
letters from the ruler of Alasbia, an un- 
known country, and numerous reports 
from Egyptian Governors at Sidon, Jaffa, 
Ascalon and other placeson the Phenician 
coast and in the interior of Palestine, writ- 
ten in the Babylonian language, showing 
that it was the polite language of the 
tune, and that the domination of Egypt in 
that day was farextended. Prof. Jastrow, 
who contributes to the Nation a detailed 
description of the find, is inclined to the 
belief thatitis only the beginning of most 
important revelations concerning the early 
history of Babylonia and Egypt, and says: 

There is little reason to question now that 
the so 1 of Egypt contains further treasures 
such as have been found at Tell E!l-Amarna 
The discovery of this remarkable corre 
spondence is as rich in the promises it holds 
out for the future as in the direct gain which 
results from it. A few years ago several 
cylinders inscr.bed with cuneiform characters 
were found in Egypt, waich, upon examine 
tion, proved to be documents deposited by the 
great Nebuchadnezzar in the sixth century 
while in Egypt, in commemoration of his 
campaign against the land of the Nile. Be 
t--en the days of Burnaburiash and those 
o“& Nebuchadnezzar tthe contact between 
Mesopotam aand Egypt, now more close, now 
less 50, n ofa fr.endly, now of a hostile 
character, never entirely broken. We 
may confidently look forward to having one 
day in our possession tolerably complete reo 
ords of this contact. 

Apart from the historical, geographical 
and ethnological value of these documents 
now coming to the light of day after their 
sleep of three thousand years in the Egyp- 
tian mounds there is a peculiarly romantic 
interest connected with their discovery, 
saysthe ChicagoTribune. They bring us 
face to face with themen and women who 
lived in the days of Abraham and Jacob. 
The Aryan race had hardly begun its great 
migrations to India and Europe when these 
letters were written. The Teutons were 
savages roaming about the huge forests 
in skins of wild beasts. It is doubtful 
whether the English islands were popu- 
lated atall. Greece was unknown, for her 
traditions do not run back to that time. Old 
Homer had not yet sung his immortal epics. 
Romulus and Remus had not suckled the 
wolf. The great Cwsars were not born. 
The wealth, refinement and civilization of

by papers, such as an elector’s card,a rent | 


bill, tax receipt or some other kind of official 
document. Once these proofs are accepted, 
the Mont-de-Piete is not amenable to prose 
cution for having received stolen property. 
The loan is made for one year, but the 
pledges are usually kept fourteen months if 
not redeemed. The borrower can renew his 
loan at the end of each year as often as he 
likes by paying the interest at the rate of 
seven percent. and expenses of storage, 
ete. There are objects in the Mont-de-Piele 
which have been renewed year after year 
for the past fifty years, and for which the 
interest and expenses have long ago eaten 
up the material value of the gage. These 


borrower, or his descendants, has always 
had the secret hope of redeeming his pawn, 
and, while he haa raised enough money 
pay the annual interest, he has never suc- 
ceeded in amassing enough to recover the 
article. 

The value of the objects offered for pawn 
is estimated by commissaires-priseura, or of- 
ficial auctioneers and appraisers, a highly 
privileged body like the notaries and stock 
brokers. There are eighty of these apprais-

the articles pledged and unredeemed are 
sold, if they do not bring the estimated 
price, the appraisers are responsible for 
the difference. This responsibility makes 
them careful to estimate the article pledged 
at a much lower price than it is really 
worth One of the evil consequences of 
this undervalvation is to drive away cus- 
tomers, thus compelling them to resort to 


the clandestine usurers and sharpers, who | 


make large fortunes by openly trading in | 


pawn tickets. Here is how the matter 
works: A man in needy circumstances takes 
to the Mont-de-Piete an article which he ex- 
pects will procure him a loan, say, of $20. 
The appraiser offers him $12. Having ab- 
solute need of the other $8, he carries bis 
pawn ticket to a brocanteur, a sort of broker, 
who buys it; but, as the borrower does not 
wish to part entirely with his ticket, hoping 
some day to redeem the object pledged, he 
sells it to the breker a remere, that is to say, 
with power of redemption. This fictitious 
sale is made to get around the law, which 
prohibits any one except the Munt-de-Picte 
to lend upon gage. The broker says tothe 
borrower: “I will keep the pawn ticket in 
my safe for nine months; if, at the end of 
that time, you do not buy it back, I will sell 
it.’ Only, if he sells it back to its owner, 
he adds on 10 or 12 per cent. interest a 
month tothe sum advanced. It generally 
happens that the poor borrower is unable to 
buy back his ticket; in which* case the 
broker keeps it until the end of the year 
and collects the difference on the article 
when itis Seld,or he redeems the object 
from pawn and sells it himself, thereby get 
ting usurious interest on his money and 
making a profit on the article. 

These pawn-ticket brokers have largely 
increased in number during the past eight 
years, and now there is at least one, and

A great many of them deal in the articles 
they redeem from pawn or buy at the 
auction sales. Severalof them have their 
store-fronts painted in blood-red color, prob- 
ably asa symbol of the blood they suck 
from the unhappy wretches who fall into 
their hands. The windows of these brokers 
are full of diamonds and other jewels, each 
object being ticketed as having cost so much 
but will be sold so much less, as it was 
bought from the Mont-de-Piete. 

The number of loans annually made py 
the Mon/~<ie-Piele is about 2,500,000; of this 
total 800,000 are productive ana the rest 
cause a loss. There are no profits, strictly 
speaking, forthe concern. Itpays a fixed 
rate of interest for the money it borrows; 
then the surplus of its receipts, after the 
payment of this interest and the working 
expenses; is handed over to the public 
charity fund. Last year this balance was 
€95, 000. 


MECHANICAL CLOCKS. 


They Are Mostly Imported, and Range in 
Price Up to $75 Each. 


" “Mechanical clocks,” said a New York 
horologist to a Star reporter, “are greatly 
in demand all the year round. They are 
mostly. imported, and range in price up to 
seventy-five dollars each. Oh, as to styles, 
there are many, representing nearly every 
thing in art or nature. Some jewelers keep 
a large assortment of these horological curi- 
osities. A good deal of advertising is done 
by means of mechanical clocks. They look 
like toys, but they are excellent time- 
keepers, and placed in store windows at- 
tract considerable attention.

FRENCH PAWNBROKING. 


The Famous Mont-de-Piete of Paris and 
How It Is Conducted. 

The Mont-de-Picte is a private institution 

under State supervision, and its adminis- 

tration, says the Epoch, is placed under the 


_ control of the Minister of the Interior and 


the Prefect of the Seine. The director is 
appointed by the Minister, and is assisted 
in his duties by a council composed of various 
city officials. Besides one general headquar- 
ters, there are two large branch offices and 
twenty-one smaller ones scatte over the 


city. The Mont-de-Piete has no fixed capital, | 


no endowments and no subsidies, and yet it 


| does a business of over $15,0U0,000a year. The 
| way it accomplishes the miracle is to borrow 
HAVE RENOVATED AND REMOD-| with one hand and lend with the other. 


It issues each year, according to its needs, 
two and one-half and tt ree per cent. bonds, 
and they areconsidered such good invest- 
ments that the cémpany ofven refuses 
offers of capital from persons who wish to 
lend. All the reserve fund of the Comedie 
Francaise is placed in these bonds. The 
Government pawnshop accepts as pledge 
every thing in the way of personal property 
except paper securities, stocks, bonds, etc. 
Its smaliest loan being sixty cents, it neces- 
sarily receives an astonishing variety of 
objects; one day it accepted the wooden leg 
of a cripple who was hard up. 

The frequenters of the Mont-de-Piete are 
composed of all classes, from the poor devil 
for whom the pawnshop is the last resource 
to the high-born lady of the Faubourg Saint 
Germain, who, in a moment of temporary 
deche, sends her jewels to ‘‘her aunt” by her 
chambermaid. If you look intoone of the 
branch offices you will see representatives 
of all sociai strata, but it isevident that you 
will find more seamstresses than Duchesses, 
and more working-men than bankers. It is : 
not only the really poor who avail them- | 
selves of the facility offered by the Govera, | 
ment pawnshops; among the most freq 
borrowers are the short-sighted and gidd 
persons who raisé money for the purposeof | 
having a lark now and then. Small trades- |
